Brief Description of Arguments to Presented: 

Applicant confirmed diat the Examiner's understanding of the liraiiaiion of a "host-specific 
configuration message'* would encompass a configuration message directed to a specific host using a 
unique host address. Consequently, the '^subscriber address" file disclosed in Donlan (Q.S. Patent Appl. 
2004/0088737) could be inteipreted as disclosing information tised in deriving a "host-specilic" message. 

Applicant indicated that one embodiment of the invention was that the host file comprises protocol 
information regarding how configuration messages should be formaned for a paiticiilar host, thereby 
resulting in "host-specific" messages. To reflect that embodiment of using a host-specific protocol, 
Applicant proposed to amend the claims to reflect that the host file conqjrises "host-specific protocol 
information" used by die processor to derive the host-specific configuration message that are sent to the 
host.
